A prominent official from 
one of the most powerful 
‘ethnic’ State League clubs 
sald this week that there were 
moves afoot to ‘break away’ If 
the ASF persisted with its anti- 
ethnic name campaign.

NEW ASF RULES | 
WILL BE TESTED 


The ASF last week cancelled 
its scheduled press conferen- 
ce in Sydney and has Issued, 

. Instead,a lengthy communique 
announcing decisions of its 
executive. 

In the preamble the press 
release, issued by Brian Le 
Fevre, secretary general, 
deals with the number of 
junior players in the various 
States (see S.W. Aug.9). 

Then It speils out the new 
rules governing the import 


players. 
This is the official text: 


.__AS a consequence of the develop- 
ment of youth soccer and the success 
of the national coaching scheme, it has 
become necessary to look at the num- 
_ berand quality of players from overseas 
‘and who are in the oun on tem- 
porary residence visas and who are 


_ playing both in the Philips Soccer 


League competition and in com- 


" petitions conducted by the various 


member Federations. 

The Executive was of the opinion that 
the number of players permitted to 
register in this category had In the past . 
been far too excessive, and that in the 
majority of cases local born players or 
players who have become naturalised 
or who have permanent residency visas 
are equal, if not better, in their playing 
ability than the players allowed to 
register from overseas. 

Sir Arthur made it clear that 
Australian players should be deemed to 
be all players who are Australian either 
by birth or naturalisation or who have 
received permanent residence status in 
Australia, and that this was the only 
logical definition in a migrant country. 

It followed, therefore, that players on 
temporary visas should be deemed to 
be foreign players and that the 
following regulations were 
promulgated in respect to these players 
and are to become effective forthwith. 

1. A player sponsored by a club and 
contracted to that club shall remain 
with the club during the period of 


the validity of the temporary visa. 

He shall not be permitted, under 
normal circumstances, to transfer 
to another club. 

Provided, however, in cases of 
force majeure and subject to the 
approval of the Department of 
Immigration and the Austrailan 
Soccer Federation, through its 
General Secretary, such transfers 
may be permitted always provided 
that no transfer fee is payable to 
the former sponsor club, and fur- 
ther provided that the club newly 
acquiring the player provides the 
player with a contract which meets 
the requirements of the Depart 
ment particularly in regard to re- 
turning the player at the expense of 
the club at the time that temporary 
visa expires or if and when the con- 
tract is terminated by either party. 

At the same time, a club may on- 
Such a transfer recoup payments 
made in respect of such player. 
Proof of the payments to be sub- 
mitted to the A.S.F. which will 
verify same. 


74, The A.S,F, has decided to imple- 
ment regulations which will be, in 
turn, strictly implemented by its 
member Federations. Should any 
club transfer to another club a 
player from overseas who has 
entered Australia on a temporary 
visa other than in accordance with 
the special conditions referred to in 
1. above, it shall be punishable by 
suspension for a period to be deter- 
mined by the A.S.F. 

All players Australian by birth or 
naturalisation or having a per- 
manent residence status shall be 
deemed to be Australian players. 

Players on temporary visiting 
visas shall be deemed foreign 
players and the following regula- 
tions shall apply to them. 

3. (a) Players may only be spon- 
sored by clubs participating 
in the national competition 
conducted by the A.S.F. and

Later in the communique Sir 


Arthur’s statement deals with 
the ethnic names of clubs. It 
says: 


Sir Arthur stated that the Executive 
Committee was of the opinion that fur- 
ther incentive had to be given to youth 
and the above decision would assist 
this aim. 

Sir Arthur said that the Executive 
Committee in discussing the “NEW 
FACE OF SOCCER” based on the youth 
of Australia, had given considerable 
thought to the names and the nature of 
the clubs which were involved in senior 
Soccer and the Executive Committee 
had decided as follows: 

Firstly, that from and after the 1st 
January, 1981, no soccer team shall be 
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allowed to play in any competition of 

the A.S.F. or its member Federations 

unless it is designated by a name that 
either - 

(a) denotes a city, district, area 
or ground affiliation; 

(b) a coined name not aimed parti- 
cularly or related to, in the 
minds of the public, a single 
ethnic group. 

It was further decided that this 
decision would not absolve the APIA 


. Club from Its obligation to adopt such a 


name prior to the conclusion of the 
current Philips Soccer League com- 
petion, as this had been a condition of 
their entry to the league. 


The Executive Committee further 
resclved that the Australlan Soccer 
Federation and member Federations 
should une and request all the various 
clubs affiliated to commence /m- 
neal and to aim gradually but fir- 
mly and positively to enlarge their 
membership particularly in order that 
members of the various Boards and 
Management Committees of all clubs 
will, within @ reasonable time, reflect 
the truly multi-racial and cultural aspect 
of the Australian community. 

The Canberra and Newcastle clubs 
were cited as examples of such clubs, 
and they have both engendered popular 
Support as a result therefrom. 

Finally, Sir Arthur sald tha? this over- 
all.programme was almed to cater for 
the growing numbers of youth playing 
Soccer and to reverse the trend of soc- 
ee being consolidated in metropolitan 

rea, 

New competitions will be commen- 
ced which will give encouragemant to 
country areas and to give soccer 
generally an image based on youth 
produced through the new multi-raciat 
Australian society. 


OUR COMMENT: 


First of all, the language of 
the communique could have 
been a little less legalistic; 
one fears. that some of our 
club administrators won't 
fully grasp it. t 

But the decisions, tough as 
they may be, also appear to 
have left a few loopholes. 
Let’s see the import rule 
first. : 

A “temporary visa” player, 
in theory, will have to stay 
with its original club — fine. 

But the provisos clearly in- 
vite abuses; for example, as 
no transfer fees will 
allowed for them — these can 
be paid privately. 

The definition of ‘senior 
players of proven high 
calibre” or ‘“‘super-star’” will 
also lead to many arguments; 
what yardsticks will be used 
and who will establish the 
yardsticks? 

Regarding the ethnic name 
issue, the rule, as it now 
stands, is far too vague. 

It says that a club name 
must denote a “city, district, 
area or ground affiliation”. 

O.K: So Marconi can claim 
exemption — if they officially 
rename their ground Marconi 
Stadium. 

Also, the rule doesn’t say 
that the city, district, etc. 
must be Australian, though, | 
guess, this is understood. 


It will be interesting to see 
how the clubs react — and 
even more interesting to see 
how the States will enforce 
the rule within their own 
backyards.

One of the all-time great Hungarians, Sandor Kocsis, died at the age of 
50 In tragic circumstances in Barcelona. ’ 

Kocsis was one of the greatest stars of the “unbeatable” Hungarians 
in the 1950-54 period. 

As the best header of the ball, he soon gained the soubriquet of 
“Golden Head”. 

He was in the team that beat England 6-3 at Wembley in 1953 and 
the year before, at Helsinki, won an Olympic gold medal. 

Kocsis was the top scorer at the 1954 World Cup finals. 

After the Hungarian revolution in 1956, Kocsis—together with Puskas 

_ and Czibor—fled from Budapest and settled in Spain. : 

For many years he was one of the heroes of Barcelona, playing 
alongside Czibor and an earlier refugee from Hungary, Laszlo Kubala— 
the current Spanish team supreme. :
